V. Claims 23-28 and 35-39, drawn to a method of treating an 
inflammatory disease, classified in class 424, subclass 158.1, 

In response to the Requirement for Restriction Election, Applicants elect 
Group n, claims 6-14 and 29-34, drawn to an antibody tliat binds to a polypeptide, classified 
in class 530, subclass 388.22. 

If invention I - IV is selected, a furthei- election of species is required from the 
16 defined peptides from SEQ ID N0:8 each producing an antibody. 

In response to the Species Election, Applicants elect (a) a polypeptide 
consisting of amino acid resdues 42 (He) to 102 (Asp) of SEQ ID N0:8.
